
Blind charity hit by 
vandalism attacks 


Co-op bank 
to stay in 
town centre 
- but further 
down street 


Vandals have caused thousands 
of pounds worth of damage after a 
wrecking spree at a Northampton- 
based charity's base. 

The attacks at Northamptonshire Associa¬ 
tion for the Blind (NAB) in Wardington Court, 
Kingsthorpe, saw a stone wall demolished and 
windows smashed with pieces of the wall. 

It is the fifth such incident in the last three 
months, the bill for which is already more 
than £1,000. 

The charity will now have to pay the new 
repair bill with more money which would 
have been spent helping blind and partially- 
sighted people. 

John Wood, the charity’s general secretary, 
is appealing for witnesses to come forward. 

He said: “This has not happened quickly. 
Somebody must have seen something happen¬ 
ing. 

“A stone wall was demolished and they 
used that to break double-glazed windows. 
They also smashed windows of bungalows we 
have on site. 

“It is putting blind and partially-sighted 
people at risk. The bill is certainly going to be 
in the thousands. 

“We regularly have youths hanging round 
about 6.30pm each day. My point is these are 
somebody’s children, and somebody must 
know what has gone on. 

“This has happened four or five times over 
the last three months. And on none of the oc¬ 
casions has anyone attempted to break in.” 

Mr Ward said the incident happened some¬ 
time between last Friday night and Monday 
morning. Anyone with information can call 
Northamptonshire Police on 101. 

Vandals have also recently struck at nearby 
Kingsthorpe Library, damaging a door.

The Co-operative Bank has 
revealed more details about 
plans to close its branch in the 
centre of Northampton. 

Last month, the bank an¬ 
nounced plans to close 37 
branches across the country, 
including the one in Abington 
Street, Northampton. 

It has now been confirmed 
however that the town centre 
will keep a branch of the Co¬ 
op, just in another location. 

A spokesman for the bank 
said: “The Co-op branch in 
Abington Street will be moving 
to the nearby Britannia build¬ 
ing, which is also in Abington 
Street. 

“The bank will be re-brand- 
ed as a Co-op and we expect the 
move to be made by the end of 
the year.” 

The Co-op will have just 
over 300 branches following 
the nationwide closures, but it 
is poised to buy more 
than 630 that are being off¬ 
loaded by Lloyds Banking 
Group. 

Its deal with Lloyds is worth 
up to £750 million and will 
boost its branch network to 
nearly 1,000, adding another 
4.8 million customers to its 
existing 6.5 million base.

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Annual charity

Northampton's fourth an¬ 
nual charity dance contest 
will this year support fund¬ 
raising by Cynthia Spencer 
Hospice, it has been an¬ 
nounced.

For the last three years the con¬ 
test was held in conjunction with 
Macmillan Cancer Support and 
raised funds for the new haemo- 
tology unit at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, which is now open. 

Each year it has raised up to 
£30,000 for charity and compe- 
titiors have included leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh, 
ITV Daybreak weather presenter 
Laura Tobin, actress and singer 
Isla St Clair, and head coach 
at Far Cotton Amateur Boxing 
Club, John Daly, who won the 
2012 contest. 

Mr Helm said: “There’s a big 
buzz going around the hospice 
about Strictly Northampton. 
Staff are wondering whether 
they will get the chance to take 
part. They are desperate to have 
a go themselves really. 


“There’s a massive buzz of ex¬ 
pectation. It’s something fun and 
light-hearted.” 

He added: “We haven’t told the 
patients yet but I am sure they 
will be delighted the local news¬ 
paper is supporting us in this 
way.” 

This year also sees the 10th an¬ 
niversary for the hospice’s Cycle 
for Cynthia charity event at Al- 
thorp House. 

Mr Helm said: “That is one of 
our biggest events this year now, 
along with Strictly Northamp¬ 
ton.” 

Cynthia Spencer’s next event 
will be its annual firewalk and 
the hospice is also planning for 
a fund-raising trek through Mor- 
rocco in the spring of 2014. 

Editor of the Chron, David 
Summers, said: “Cynthia Spen¬ 
cer Hospice does fantastic work 
and we were delighted to support 
them. 

“It promises to be another fan¬ 
tastic event at Royal & Derngate.” 


Cycle ride raises record sum 


Pedal power helped raise a 
record £55,000 at last year’s 
Cycle for Cynthia charity ride. 

The impressive figure was 
revealed at an awards ceremo¬ 
ny at Franklin’s Gardens last 
Thursday night. 

The ceremony also launched 


this year’s 10th anniversary 
event, which takes place in the 
grounds of Althorp on Sep¬ 
tember 22, and raises money 
for the hospice and Macmillan 
Cancer Support. 

Organisers are hoping 
to top 2,000 participants at 


this year’s ride, which will 
take place in the grounds of 
Althorp on September 22. 
DJ Jo Whiley and her family 
have signed up, as has Saints 
boss Jim Mallinder, who is 
aiming to get some of his play¬ 
ers involved. 
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The most senior police officer 
in Northamptonshire has said 
people would be shocked if they 
knew the levels of drunken¬ 
ness and violence officers see in 
Northampton town centre every 
weekend. 

Northamptonshire Police’s Chief 
Constable, Adrian Lee, has called for a 
ban on selling alcohol in the town centre 
after either 2am or 3am. 

Speaking to Northampton Borough 
Council’s licensing committee, he said 
people would be stunned if they saw 
what happens in the town at weekends. 

He said: “If you go into Bridge Street 
at 3am the levels of drunkenness and vi¬ 
olence you get is just not right for North¬ 


ampton. I think most people would be 
surprised by what actually goes on. 

“So I don’t think the current licensing 
system is working properly and I think 
Northampton would be a much safer 
place if it was constrained. 

“It would improve policing in the town 
centre and increase opportunities for 
people to actually come into town and 
enjoy themselves.” 

Under new laws, the council can re¬ 
strict the sale of alcohol in areas where 
there are crime or disorder problems. 

Restrictions could be enforced any 
time between midnight and 6am and all 
licenced premises would have to abide 
by the ruling. 

Mawk Sawyer from Bridge Street bar, 
NBs, said that if the Chief Constable’s 


suggestion of a 2am or 3am curfew was 
imposed, some clubs would go out of 
business. 

He said: “This would hit some bars in 
the town and some would go out of busi¬ 
ness, there’s no doubt about that.” 

But councillors agreed something 
needed to be done. 

Councillor Sally Beardsowrth (Lib 
Dem, Kingsthorpe) said: “I’ve been out 
in Bridge Street with the police at 3am 
and it’s frightening. 

“I saw people who were drunk who 
were attacking their own friends, they 
wanted to kill each other. It’s scary.” 

Council officers will now look at 
where restrictions could be brought in, 
what hours they could run from and on 
what days. 



Plan for new rules 

A curb on late night drinking could be in¬ 
troduced by Northampton Borough Council 
implementing an Early Morning Restriction 
Order (EMRO). 

An EMRO is a power introduced under the 
2011 Police Reform and Social Responsibility 
Act. 

It allows councils to restrict the sale of 
alcohol where they consider there are alcohol 
related crime and disorder issues. 

Restrictions can be brought in between mid¬ 
night and 6am. 

The restrictions would apply to all licensed 
premises and events where alcohol is sold. 
There are no exceptions except for hotels who 
provide alcohol through mini-bars and room 
service. 

Officials from the Guildhall will now draw 
up proposals for an EMRO in Northampton.

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Wait rose get final 
approval for new 
Wootton store 



Waitrose has been given 
the final green light to 
build a new store in Woot¬ 
ton by planning officials 
at Northampton Borough 
Council. 

The company was given plan¬ 
ning permission to build a new 
store next to the Northampton 
Garden Centre in Newport Pag- 
nell Road, Wootton, in July last 
year. 

But changes to their plans 
meant the designs had to go back 
to the council’s planning commit¬ 
tee this week. 

During a meeting at the Guild¬ 
hall, Ken Harrison from Waitrose 
told councillors there were only 
three minor changes to the latest 
scheme. 

He said: “There are three main 
issues. They are changes to the 
store’s opening hours, slight 
changes to the service road into 
the store and changes to the front 
elevation of the building.” 

Explaining the need for longer 
opening hours, he said: “In the 
lead up to Christmas and bank 


holidays, we’d like to extend our 
opening hours to ease congestion 
in the store and make it easier for 
people to shop.” 

The change will see the store 
open from 7am until 11pm from 
Monday to Friday and for a total 
of six hours on Sundays. 

The number of parking spaces 


will also be increased from 429 to 
468. 

The development is expected 
to create about 120 new jobs. Wa¬ 
itrose has said it hopes to open 
the new store within the next 18 
months. 

The plans were unanimously 
approved by councillors.

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Lewis takes to the 
skies aged just 14 



A teenage aviation enthu¬ 
siast is feeling sky-high 
after becoming one of the 
youngest qualified solo 
glider pilots in the coun¬ 
try. 

Lewis Bricknell is just 14, but 
took to the skies for his first solo 
flight on February 2. 

Lewis, of High Street, West 
Haddon, has been fascinated by 
aviation from a young age, and 
his dad Gary thinks he is only the 
second person in the UK to get 
his pilot’s licence so young. 

Previously, UK residents need¬ 
ed to be 16 before they could get 
their licence - but this has been 
reduced to 14 to bring it in line 
with the EU. 

Lewis, who attends Quinton 
House School in Northampton, 
flew from The Gliding Centre in 
Husbands Bosworth. 

He said: “The flight was really 
nice - my mum was a bit scared 
on the ground though. 

“My grandad Roy was a pilot 
and he has influenced the flying 
aspect. 

“The youngest person in the 
UK was a lad in Bicester, but I 
might be the youngest in the East 
Midlands.” 

Asked whether he had any 
nerves, Lewis, said: “There is a 


bit of trepidation but once you 
are up there, you don’t really no¬ 
tice. You just think about the fly¬ 
ing.” 

Looking further ahead, Lewis 


wants to join the Royal Air Force 
and has ambitions to be an air¬ 
line pilot. Mr Bricknell said: “To 
say I’m proud is an understate¬ 
ment.”

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Report incidents early on victims urged 


Assistant Chief Constable Andy Frost said he 
wanted victims to report domestic abuse to po¬ 
lice at an early stage. 

He said: “One report of domestic abuse is one 
report too many But what I don’t want a victim 
to do is to not report it 


“I would rather people felt safe to report it to 
us and us then be able to do something about it.” 

Police say about 30 per cent of violent crime is 
attributed to domestic incidents. 

PCC Adam Simmonds wants to reduce violent 
crime by 40 per cent. 


Domestic abuse 
reports to police 
on the increase 


Reports of domestic abuse 
across Northamptonshire 
have increase by a quarter 
over the last five years, the 
latest Government figures 
have revealed. 

The statistics, which have been 
released by the Home Office, show 
9,586 reports of domestic violence 
were recorded in 2007/08. 

That increased by 25 per cent to 
11,898 reports last year. 

Northamptonshire Police say 
dealing with domestic violence 
remains one of the force’s key pri¬ 
orities, as part of Operation Chal¬ 
lenge. 


Assistant Chief Constable 
Andy Frost said rising levels of 
domestic violence could be down 
to victims feeling more confident 
in their ability to report problems. 

He said: “Because it happens 
behind closed doors it is very, very 
difficult for us to prevent domestic 
violence. For us, if people report 
it, it is about trying to make sure 
they don’t become repeat vic¬ 
tims.” 

Mr Frost said high-priority vic¬ 
tims were identified and offered 
help by dedicated teams, while 
officers were tasked with encour¬ 
aging people to report abuse at an 
early stage. 


He added: “We have quite a so¬ 
phisticated plan around repeat 
victims. 

“We are trying to do more 
around raising awareness about 
trying to stop people becoming 
victims of domestic violence but 
our primary role is to stop people 
from becoming repeated victims. 
That is about trying to make sure 
we deal with victims properly, 
deal with the offender in the ap¬ 
propriate way and to identify the 
high risk victims. What we are 
concerned about is a domestic 
abuse victim could potentially be¬ 
come a murder victim, so we have 
to do all we can to help them.”

Wanted take final 



The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council has said he 
hopes millions of pounds of lot¬ 
tery cash can help make Delapre 
Abbey a key tourist attraction 
in the town following years of 
‘disgraceful neglect’. 

The council announced this 
week that a bid for £3.6 million to 
carry out a full restoration of the 
12th century building has been 
made to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
(Con, Rectory Farm), said he 
felt the restoration of Delapre 
Abbey needed to be a “priority” 
as historical buildings gave the 
town its “soul”. 

He said: “Delapre Abbey has 
been neglected in a disgraceful 
way and it was a priority for us 
to restore it.

Even if the funding is awarded 
to the abbey, there would still be a 
shortfall of more than £1 million, 
which the council plans to meet 
through its own finances and pos¬ 
sibly some fund-raising with the 
Friends of Delapre Abbey and 
the Delapre Abbey Preservation 
Trust. 

Councillor Tim Hadland 
(Con, Old Duston), the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration 
added: “Success in this bid is 
very important to us in safe¬ 
guarding the future of the abbey 

“I hope that everyone who has 
the opportunity to backs the bid.”
